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City Gears Up For Action 
On Elderly Housing Facility

A number of items concerning the elderly housing facility will 
appear on the agenda of the. next council meeting, December 12, 
as the city gears up for action. Final loan closing, contract signing 
and ground-breaking ceremonies all should take place within the 
next ten days. 


The council and city staff, for the 
present time, will be taking the ac¬ 
tions and signing the papers rath¬ 
er than the Board of Directors of 
the Housing for the Elderly, Inc. 
The Board, apparently, will do little 
or nothing until the many legal in¬ 
tricacies have been sorted out. The 
city may then turn over the opera¬ 
tion of the facility to the non-profit 
corporation it has been busily set¬ 
ting up during the past month. 

Contracts 

At its next meeting council is ex¬ 
pected to authorize the city man¬ 
ager to sign a contract for con¬ 
struction of the facility with Thom 
as P. Harkins. Harkins had offered 
the low bid two months ago on 
September 27. Also, three ordinan¬ 
ces will come up, for second read¬ 
ing and final passage: (1) a mort¬ 
gage-loan agreement with the Com 
munity Development Administra¬ 
tion (CDA) for a total of $3,343,- 
000; (2) adoption of an elderly 

housing fund budget as approved 
by the State and appropriation of 
funds for construction; and (3) cre¬ 
ation of a special fund of $35,000, 
or one percent of the total develop¬ 
ment costs, as earnest money. The 
city will use funds from the unap¬ 
propriated surplus of its Capital 
Improvement Fund, placing the 
fujids in an Interest bearing ac¬ 
count with the interest to be re¬ 
turned to the city’s Capital Improve¬ 
ment Fund. The money will be re¬ 
turned to the city over the next 
four years as certain stages in de¬ 
velopment of the facility are com 
pleted. 

Work Session 

Council held a work session No¬ 
vember 29. Assistant City Manager 
Dennis Piendak told the News Re¬ 
view that council reviewed the list 
of proposed changes or deletions 
in the materials called for in the 
original construction contract. 
The architect, Steve Park¬ 
er and Dick Lombardi, representa ¬ 
tive of Harkins construction 
company, were present to answer 
questions. Items to be changed in¬ 
clude such items as less expensive 
windows, interior doors, hardware, 
bathroom and lobby floor tiles, 
swinging instead of sliding doors; 
uniform color wall paint with two 
coats instead of three, and much 
more. 

Council questioned the merit of 
some changes which appeared to 
call for reduction in quality or 
aesthetics. Further investigation 
was requested, Piendak said, as to 
(1) will the State allow an increase 
in construction budget or (2) could 
the city initially fund certain items 
and be reimbursed from the pro¬ 
ject when operating? 

Parker reported on a problem 
with Pepco, There could be an ad¬ 
ditional cost of $10,000 to locate 
the transformer for the facility 
other than where Pepco wants it. 
Council, according to Piendak, re¬ 
quested that a letter be sent to 
the Maryland Public Service Com 
mission questioning this require¬ 
ment of Pepco.

In another last minute problem, 
WSSC claimed the city had no sew¬ 
er authorization. City officials 
quickly hand-carried copies of the 
letter from county council which 
had approved the authorization last 
May, The city’s permits needed for 
construction are going through the 
mill and should be ready in time.

Triangle 

City Manager James K. Giese was 
troubled by two matters relating 
to the Greenbelt Triangle (1) 
possible drainage damage to city 
property (Indian Springs) located to 
the north of the Triangle and (2) 
:he use of the display circle on the 
Capitol Cadillac tract. 

Recently the city received a grad - 
lg plan from the developer indica- 
i ing how the entire Triangle pro¬ 
perty would be graded in accord¬ 
ance with the overall concept plan 
reviously submitted by the devel¬ 
oper. The latter plan received a 
favorable reception from the coun¬ 
ty and showed the proposed loca¬ 
tion of buildings and the kinds of 
business organizations that the de¬ 
veloper hoped to attract. 

Giese pointed out that (1) pres¬ 
ently the northern portion of the 
Triangle property drains through 
the city land to a culvert under the 


Beltway, (2) in the regrading pro¬ 
cess the drainage would still flow 
toward city property, and (3) the 
water detention basin located west 
of the city property, in order to 
function, must be served by a storm 
sewer system to carry the water 
flowing toward the city tract a- 
round the property to the basin. 
Giese’s concern was that the grad¬ 
ing concept plan does not detail 
how the storm drainage system 
would work, and that the system 
would not be implemented until 
construction takes place. Therefore, 
city land could be adversely impac - 
ted. 

Councilman Charles Schwan 
thought the city should express 
these fears to the appropriate par¬ 
ties. “We don’t want the city pro¬ 
perty to be washed away willy nilly 
because it is located outside the de¬ 
veloper’s land,” he said. 

Council directed Giese to write 
to the developer and county officials 
to put them on notice of the city’s 
concern about drainage plans for 
the Triangle and the possible de¬ 
struction of city land. 

Councilman Richard Castaldi said 
the city must also be watchful of 
the sedimentation ponds and stres 
sed the need for the ponds to be 
maintained properly. 

Capitol Cadillac 

Since proposed tree plantings will 
partially screen Cadillac’s display 
area from view from the Beltway, 
Giese questioned the display area 
serving any useful purpose as de¬ 
signed. He was worried about the 
applicant coming back at some fu¬ 
ture date to request another, use 
for the area. Councilman Thomas 
White felt, and council agreed, that 
this concern should be conveyed to 
Capitol Cadillac. 

Council looked over the revised 
landscape plan for Cadillac which 
provides for the replacement of 
trees that had been cut down in 
violation of the orginal site plan. 
There will be additional planting 
of eight Northern red oaks, five 
red maples and four white pines. 

Permits 

In response to the city’s request 
that it receive timely notice of per¬ 
mit applications and issuances, 
County Executive Winfield Kelly, 
Jr. explained that monthly reports 
from the Department of Licenses 
and Permits indicating all permit 
applications received and permits 
issued for the previous 30 days will 
be sent to the city. This reporting 
system will begin within 90 days. 

Council did not feel that this 
procedure was adequate. “A great 
deal can happen within 30 days,” 
Schwan said. Council directed 
Giese to convey their position to 
Kelly, 

Reports 

The Election Board, after consid¬ 
ering proposals for a change in 
the method of selecting the mayor 
and the city council, recommended 
that the present system, as defined 
in the City Charter be continued. 
The charter is silent on the selec¬ 
tion of mayor, but traditionally, 
the top vote getter receives the 
post. 

Other proposals studied by the 
board were (1) council election as 
presently run with the addition of 
an advisory vote on mayor that 
would not be binding, (2) council 
election as presently run with the 
addition of an advisory vote on 
Mayor that would be mandatory 
and (3) direct election for mayor 
with the council and mayor elected 
separately (the defeated candi 
date(s) for mayor would not get a 
slot on council). 

In response to a city council re¬ 
quest to consider the utilization of 
University of Maryland landscape 
architect students for preparing 
landscape plans for Parcel 7 and 
related projects, the Park and Rec¬ 
reation Advisory Board recommen 
ded that (1) Parcel 7 be left in 
its present natural state except for 
the incline slope adjacent to Cres¬ 
cent Road which is in need of ero-

To the Editor: 

A sampling of Letters-to-the Ed¬ 
itor in the recent fortieth anniver¬ 
sary supplement brought mack me¬ 
mories of the Twin Pines meeting 
of 1974. In spite of the fact that 
there was much dissension, there 
was much healthy debate among 
the members of Twin Pines, includ¬ 
ing people on the Board of Direc¬ 
tors and the various elected com¬ 
mittees. The meeting room was 
almost packed, and the meeting was 
extremely lively. In short, the mem¬ 
bership was exercising its control 
over the Association, which, for the 
cooperative-minded population of 
Green belt, was a healthy sign. 

Since then, debate has slackened 
off a bit, and the meetings are no¬ 
where near as lively or populated. 
While this can largely be attributed 
to the fact that there is little con¬ 
troversy, it also hints toward an in¬ 
creased apathy in the Twin Pines 
membership. 

On Wednesday, December 14, at 
8 p.m. Twin Pines will hold a mem¬ 
bership meeting which will consider 
amending the bylaws so that 
Twin Pines can return to the prin¬ 
ciple of one-member, one vote. 
While other concepts are initiated 
in these bylaw changes, the one- 
member, one vote concept is per¬ 
haps the most important because it 
fe a cornerstone of cooperatives, 
for which Twin Pines was founded. 

I find it rather appalling that I 
have heard absolutely no discussion 
or debate about these proposals 
beyond the “in-group 1 ’ discussion of 
the Board of Directors and the 
committee that proposed them. Al¬ 
though I consider the proposals to 
be non-controversial, I find it hard 
to believe that much of the mem 
bership waded through the meeting 
notice, which took more than a full 
page in the News Review, and had 
absolutely no questions about it, 
or disagreements with it. I am 
also concerned with the possibility 
that there may not even be enough 
people at the meeting to constitute 
a quorum. 

Copies of the meeting notice, and 
the current bylaws are available 
a* the Twin Pines office. I urge 
all members of Twin Pines to at¬ 
tend the meeting and to vote 
the passage of the bylaws amend¬ 
ments, I would also more than 
welcome seeing an informed “No” 
vote, which would at least be indi¬ 
cative of interest in Twin Pines. 
For those who are unable to attend 
the meeting, proxy forms are avail¬ 
able at the Twin Pines office. 

At the 1974 annual meeting, much 
of the membership of Twin Pines 
was fighting hard to maintain 
whatever could be salvaged of the 
cooperative nature of the institu¬ 
tion. Now that a giant step can be 
taken toward that cooperative di¬ 
rection, there seems to be minimal 
interest. 

How soon we forget.

Family Relationships Study

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Public Hearing December 15 
On Long-Range Plan lor PG 

by Robin Matanin 

A major proposal to amend the Prince Georges County Gen¬ 
eral Plan will go to public hearing on Thursday, December 15 at 
7:30 p.m. at Eleanor Roosevelt High School If adopted, the new 
plan will serve as a guide for long-range policy and growth in 
the county for the next 20 to 30 years. The recommendations 
were prepared by the staff of the Maryland-National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission (MNCPPC) with the help of a county- 


wide citizens advisory group. 

Greenbelt is included under the 
umbrella plan for the county. Since 
the plan is designed to affect the 
whole county, it is difficult to pin¬ 
point its effect on Greenbelt alone, 
says James W. Collins, Chief of 
General Planning Division of MN 
OPPC. 

The plan will deal with such is¬ 
sues as transportation, housing, en¬ 
vironment, land use, and public fa¬ 
cilities. According to the proposal 
the plan will proceed in three sta¬ 
ges, with “each level requiring the 
solution to certain environmental, 
transportation, or public service 
weeds in order to proceed to the 
next level of growth.” 

Greenbelt is classified as an “em 
erging community” under the new 
plan. Policies applying to this ca¬ 
tegory focus on the expansion of 
both employment and residential 
opportunities while preserving the 
community’s desirable character¬ 
istics. The use of mass transit 
will be emphasized. While expan¬ 
sion is encouraged, it will be limited 
by the community’s designated 
boundaries. 

Collins said that the plan does 
a lot to build a tax base by creat¬ 
ing better job opportunities. 

Greenbelt a Model 

There is also considerable empha¬ 
sis on environment in the proposed 
amendment. Collins said that 
Greenbelt would not be affected as 
much as other areas because of its 
natural surroundings. In fact, 
Greenbelt may serve as a model to 
other communities, according to 
Collins. 

Single-family dwellings instead of 
multi-family units are emphasized 
in the plan, which forecasts a re¬ 
duction in population and in the 
number of dwellings in the Green- 
belt-College Park area from those 
predicted in the present area plan. 
Population will hold at 35,000, as 
compared to 51,737, and the num¬ 
ber of dwellings has been dropped 
to 12,000 from 17,510. 

All the effects of the plan on 
Greenbelt cannot be seen until it 
is implemented throughout the 
county. Greenbelt will not be affect¬ 
ed in the same manner as the rest 
of the county because the plan 
works from existing resources. 
Greenbelt is currently ahead in 
some areas and behind in others. 

The proposed Amendment high¬ 
lights suggests a series of 14 ba¬ 
sic County goals and 146 subgoals 
to guide the physical and socio-ec¬ 
onomic growth of the County; (2) 
includes a system of basic commun¬ 
ity growth units and a sequence 
for their development compatible 
with the fiscal capabilities of the 
County and its abilities to make 
adequate provisions for needed pub¬ 
lic services and facilities; (3) px*o- 
poses to modify the original wedg¬ 
es and corridors concept by making 
certain practical reductions in the 
scale and extent of the original 
corridors, the number of corridor 
cities proposed, and the degree to 
which they may be served by mass 
transit; (4) reduces by nearly 50 
percent the proposed new freeways 
and expressways; and (5) includes 
specific plan implementation guide¬ 
lines for environmental, housing, 
transportation, public facilities, and 
land utilization. 

The Hearing will be held jointly 
by the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission and 
the Prince Georges County District 
Council.

on landscape planning for a num¬ 
ber of areas in Greenbelt Lake 
Park, such as the entrance, periph¬ 
ery of parking lot, and crest end of 
bay. PRAB also thought that the 
lake shore line should be repaired 
and maintained to control erosion, 
as well as the area around the con¬ 
cession stand. These reports will 
be discussed at the next Council 
meeting. 

Fire Station Addition 

Passed for first reading was an 
ordinance to establish a “Fire Sta 
tion Addition Fund.” A loan of 
$10,000 would be appropriated to 
provide for temporary financing for 
the construction of an addition to 
the Greenbelt fire station.

More Stop Signs?

At city council’s direction, ordin¬ 
ances will be prepared for a four¬ 
way stop sign at Northway and 
Ridge and three-way stop signs at 
Eastway and Ridge and at Lake¬ 
side and Pinecrest. These will be 
discussed at the Dec. 12 meeting. 

Previously the city received two 
petitions from citizens seeking the 
erection of stop signs on Ridge 
Road. Accident records at the 
Eastway and North way intersec¬ 
tions do not indicate accident prob¬ 
lems, but there are vision diffi¬ 
culties ... A speed check conduc¬ 
ted by the police in front of the 
Methodist Church revealed that a 
substantial number of vehicles tra¬ 
velling the street exceeded 30 mph. 

According to Police Chief Lane, 
stop signs are justified at inter¬ 
sections having a combination of 
high speed, restricted view and ser¬ 
ious accidents records. Council 
was informed that stop signs also 
create safety hazards. At intersec¬ 
tions where a heavily travelled 
street crosses a lightly used street, 
some drivers might ignore the stop 
sign or not come to a complete stop 
and roll through the intersection, 
resulting in a serious accident. 

After studying the pros and cons 
of stop signs at these points the 
city staff felt there was no clear 
cut justification for the installation 
of stop signs or for leaving the 
street as it is presently signed. The 
decision was left up to council. 

The city staff recommended a- 
gainst the placement of stop signs 
at any intersection in the vicinity 
of Pinecrest and Lakeside Drive. 
Chief Lane noted that (1) traffic 
flow is light, (2) a speed survey 
indicated that most vehicles were 
operating within the speed limit, 
and (3) there was no record of 
accidents in the area caused by 
poor sight vision Additionally, it 
was claimed that drivers would not 
expect a stop sign at that location 
He did recommend that “Slow” 
signs be installed. 

Two residents present at the 
meeting informed council that there 
had been accidents in the vicinity 
of Pinecrest and Lakeside Drive.
